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HATE NOT LASTING 


Berlfn celebrated a short time 
ago the birthday of the aged 
emperor of Austria-Hungary. 

_Only fifty years ago, the Austrian 

empire, under the same monarch, 
was at war with Prussia. In 
1866, the prepared Prussians fell 
heavily on the unprepared Aus- 
trians and defeated them decis- 
ively at the battle of Sadowa. 
Formerly it was the habit, of Ber- 
lin “to celebrate the peace of 
Prague, but this year the péace 
of Prague, August 22, 1866, was 
not celebrated by the Prussians. 
This is the time for forgetting. 
Austria and Prussia ‘are allies. 

England now does not empha- 
size Trafalgat day or Waterloo 
day. The age-long enmity be- 
tween England. and France is 
wiped ont in the closest fitend- 
ship that is possible between two 
nations. Neither England nor 
France recalls their victories over 
the Russians in the Crimean war, 
when they saved the Turk from 
destruction. 

All the old hatreds are swal- 
lowed up in mutual good will and 
friendship. Japan and Russia at 
“ach other’s throats the other 
du’, are now in close alliance. 
The Turks whose ancestors fought 
the Magyars so fiercely, now have 
troops in Hungary to assist in 


sumption that Carranza would be 
in a worse way than he is. 

Doubtless Villa is about as 
thorough a scoundrel as ever es- 
eaped hanging. He seems to be 
an utter brute. He.is without 
any feeling of gratitude even to- 
ward his followers, and_ those 
closest to-him need not be sur- 
prised any time that the leader 
causes them to face a firing squad. 
Rut Villa is a person of force 
und courage. It is not to be 
Joubted that, ignorant as he is, 
he is superior in military wisdom 
to any that Mexico has to op- 
pose him. If the Americans were 
to withdraw, in all probability 
Villa would carry on his cam- 
yaign practically unhindered. For 
this reason it seems stupid for 
the Carranza delegates to demand 
such withdrawal. This adminis. 
‘yation is his best friend and the 
‘trongest support. It not only 
‘et their chief up in business, but 
has sustained him there. It har 
‘efused to heed the American de- 
nand that the Méxicans be pun- 
‘shed or restrained. They have 
‘een allowed to work their will 
m all and sundry, except Villa, 
who is elusive, and dares to re- 
uain truculent. 

If Carranza can keep order 
why doesn’t he do it? If Mexi- 
‘ans are to work out their sal- 
vation, it is high time they be- 
gan to work,
